The exciting reseue of a Philadel-
phian at Atlantic City, false alarm of
a& donble drowning. and the finding of
the bodies of two men drowned in the
Delaware tiver wome time ago marked
ineldenta of the water yesterday.

E. A. Poole, of Philad#iphia, and his
ron, Edison Ponle, seventeen years old,
were rescued from the ocean nt At-
lantic City vesterday by guards, The
nndertow was very strong and many
persons had narrow eseapes from drown-

Ing.

earrled intc ./ deep water. MeCullongh

and Sehott, jof the guard force, drove
thelr hont through the sea to where
father and son had disappeared and
pulled them aboard.

For kix hours yesterday Camden po-
liea dragged Line diteh, near Jackson
street, to recovgr the bodies of fifteen-
year-old Raymond Pedrick, 025 St
John street, and seventeen-yenr-old
Kenneth De  Verhoiz, 920 Divizion
street, and for six hours sympathetic
neighbors comforted the sorrowing par-
ents, The boys' clothing was found near
the water.

““We merely went to Atlantie City to
look for jobs,'' they explained, *‘aud
when we couldn't find any we came
home,"'

The body of 8 man was found in the
Delaware. A registration card in one
of his pockéts gives the name of Albert
Hanson,, 2500 Washington avenue
Newport News, Va.

The decomposed bods of n Japanese,
believed that of a steward from one of
the steamers in this port, was found in
the Delaware River at Torresdale yes-
terday. He wore a blue serge suit and
high leather boots.
